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from and rear waist regions opposed to each other; 

a orotch region extending between said front and rear waist regions; 

bonomg zones connecting said front and rear waist regions to one another, and extending 
along transver^ly opposite side edge portions of said front and rear waist regions so as to define 
a waist-opening and a pair of leg-openings ; 

first elastic mWbers bonded under tension to a peripheral edge of the waist-opening and 
being stretchable circumferentially of said first and second waist regions; and 

second elastic memWs bonded under tension to peripheral edges of the leg-openings and 
being stretchable circumferenrially of said leg-openings, 

said first elastic members^ having pairs of first opposed terminal ends and intermediate 
portions extending between said firW opposite terminal ends, said first opposite terminal ends 
being positioned and fixed at first zones defined immediately inside said bonding zones in a 
circumferential direction of said waist-openW so that the opposite ternunal ends of the first elastic 
members are not bonded to the front and rear ^^st regions in the bonding zones. 

2. (Twice Amended) The disposable pull-on undergarment according to Claim 1, wherein 
said second elastic members each have pairs of second opposite terminal ends and second 
intermediate portions extending between said second oppo^te terminal ends, and said second 
opposite terminal ends being positioned and fixed at second zone^efined immediately inside said 
bonding zones in respective circumferential directions of said leg\ff)ening so that the opposite 
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terminal endsY>f the secoxid elastic members are not bonded to the front and rear waist regions in 
the bonding zones. 



3. (Twice AiA^nded) The disposable pull-on undergamient according to Claim 1, further 
comprising at least one>diird elastic member laying below said first elastic members and being 
stretchable in said circunrrexential direction of said waist-opening, said at least one third elastic 
member being attached under tension to at least one of said front and rear waist regions between 
the peripheral edge of said waist-b|)ening and said peripheral edges of said leg-openings, each of 
said at least one third elastic membe"^ having a pair of third opposite terminal ends and a third 
intermediate portion extending betweeii said third opposite terminal ends, said third opposite 
terminal ends being positioned and fixed atlhird zones defined immediately inside said bonding 
zones in the circumferential direction of said waist-opening so that the opposite terminal ends of 
the at least one third elastic member are not bon^d to the front and rear waist regions in the 
bonding zones. 

/^^^^ 4. (Twice Amended) The disposabl'e\pull-on undergarment according to Claim 1, wherein 
a peel strength between the front and rear w^st regions in said bonding zones is in a raage of 
about 4 to about 40 N with respect to a 25 mm longimdmal dimension of said bonding zone.
